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THE ARREST OF TRAIN ROB- 
BERS. 

A Vigrorous Sefonco and a Gallant 

Oapturo.

We went on foot in |)uiauit of the men 
wo'had siglited, :uul goini,' to the brow uf 
tlie hill ill front of uis, about ilOO or 000 
foet high, iinil -jl dislanco of 1,")0 to 175 
yards, we obtained it full view of them. 
I then ordered them to halt and throw up 
their hands at the aame time demanding 
them as my prisoners. Ormus Nay 
jumped from his horse and shielding him 
sulF hehind tlic animal fired a piatol shot. 
Frank flawley, another bandit, who waji 
a little to tiio roar and further nortli, and 
about in the center of a narrow gulcii, 
also jumped from IiIh liorso and cuvurud 
hiinaelt with hia animal. Tlieii wo open- 
ed fire on thorn. The first volley uhot 
Ua.wley's horse through tlio jaw, and 
thii other horse foil immediately after- 
ward on hiB luft aide and landed on a 
Winchester gmi which hung en tho aido 
of the saddle. The tiring was still coii- 
tiiiued by both parties. The bullets cut 
tlirdu(;h the cedar boughs over aomo uf 
our heads. One bullet passed near the 
head of W'ne Cropper ano Thoiuas Fow- 
ler, and one [la.saed liftwcon 'I'liacker and 
myaolf. About thia time Xay threw up 
hia hnnda and apparently aurrendored, 
and the'firiiigceaaed. lluwley ran to the 
oppositB aide of the hollow and laid down 
in a small ravine. We then fired aovend 
shots in the direction of tho ambuscade 
where he lay. Nay then lired another 
allot, but Bociiig that ruaistance waa use- 
lesa, he notified 03 that he waa badly 
wounded, and wa.s willing to surroiuler, 
lie also notified ua that Hawley waa ahot 
and wounded. called to Jitfj^fojell 
Hawley to lay down his arms.~ ' a.e 5aid 
he was ao badly wouiuled lie could not 
get to him, but I told him ho had to do 
it, and ho started in the ilircctiori of Haw- 
ley., . He got half way to liini, and wo 
sawiHawley throw hiagim away. We then 
advaiiced toward them, and on reaching 
thoiD found Hawley shot through tlie leg. 
We also found Nay was shot in tho right 
shoulder and also had received a ilush 
wound through the leg. Wo picked 
thorn up, and putting them in saddle 
blankets, carried them to camp. 

SlIRKKNDKn JIT THE STOCKADE. 

The entire party startid for thu atock- 
ado at daylight Mumlay nun ning. 'J'hc 
guide took a note to tho Blockade notify- 
ing the robliera that llu'ir hiding place 
was surrounded, but tlie oHicera did not 
intend to hurt them if they would sur- 
render peaceably. The note was written 
by us after the two wounded men hud 
begged of us not to hurt the men u}) in 
tho stockade, and the note begged tliL 
men to aurrondcr, as they were surround- 
ed, and recited the fact that Nay ami 
Hawley wero wouuded. I sent two of my 
men to a situation in view of tho stock- 
ade, and sheriff Brown and deputy sherifl 
Polk also took up a position to view the 
rendezvous. After the boy had been 
gone in the cabin from live to ten minutes 
Vea Earl, one of the rolibcr.s, came out of 
the retreat and started up the canyon on 
foot. Ho got acme tiiree yards from the 
house, when slieritl' Hrown called on him 
to halt and come back. As lie came back 
opposite the door, Frank FranciB, one of 
tho robbers, and Raa Anderaoii, another 
of the crew, also came out, and aheriti' 
Brown told tli em all to pass down the 
canyon, which they did till they got op- 
posite where our party was situated. Tell- 
ing them to halt, wo walked down to 
them, and I and sheriti' Hrown searched 
the house and the men. Their arms had 
all been left in the house and tho men 
had no weapons about them. 

UAWLEy's I'KEVIOU.S i;IlIMK8. 

It is understood here that the piirnuing 
parties had instructions, if they could not 
dislodge tho robbers with their guns, to 
throw giant powder into their fortifica- 
tion, which waa admirably situated for 
defense, with. Htrong atoiuMvalLs, and loop- 
holes through whicli to lire. Frank Fran- 
cis and Frank Hawley confcased to day 
that they were engaged in nuineroua rob- 
beries in Idaho last summer, with Jack 
Ding and 13ill Adama, now in j lil at 
Malad City, I. T. Hawley is a dc.sporato 
character, and appears to he the leader of 
tho gang. In speaking of the attack on 
tho Central Pacific train to-day he said 
that so far as Rosa was concerned it would 
have been but a matter of time for them 
to have burned him nut. If lie had boon 
on tho inside in Rnas' place ho could have 
•stood oil" fifty moil. ' He had stood off as 
many before, and if ho had had two more 
as good as himaelf in the fort in the 
niouiitaiuB' when tho ])033o surrounded it, 
there would have been some lively shoot- 
ing. He said: "I'm in n fix now, but I 
gueaa I can stand it; and what I can't 
stand I can lio down to." Uo said hi.s 
parenta were respectable, and ho would 
not have them know of his disgraco for 
all the wealth of Salt Lake. Nay, the 
robber who was so dangoroualy wounded 
waa taken to tlio hospital to-day, wliero 
tho whole of hia shattered shoulder blade 
was taken oflT. His wifo and four chil- 
dren came up from Deseret to see him. 
Ho will not survive many days.

'rBquiro ;ilt the skill, patriotism and indus- 
try of the now ministry, assisted by an 
e.xcoptionally good liouso, to unravel it. 

' Unquoationftbly matters uf grave import 
must come before the loyislaturo wht>n it 
meets,. for how canthe<i)(a)i(iu»d'3 "double 
knW'jvb'6 ^uiiUed except by wifie legisla- 
Olio* reflects for a niomeut ho 
wiir recognize tho weighty cliaruclor of 
the subjects that will oonio before the 
logislaturo for adjuatinont. It was tho 
policy uf tho lato government to close 
nothing. Uonco, they left the drydock, 
the Island railway, the railway lauds, im- 
migration 'and ^■oomEerisation — all iiues- 
tions of vital cohseqnoiice to the country- 
in a condition which even their organ is 
forced to acknowledge is "knotty." The 
Country has long ago discovered that the 
"Figiit CiUKida" policy of the late gov- 
urnmcnt was ruinous to tho best interests 
uf the province. It first rejected the lato 
"special agent" to Loudon, and next re- 
pudiated tho governniont that sent him 
on his fool's errand. Tiio true policy of 
liritiah Columbia is to live at peace 
with Canada, if peace can bo 
had on terms that are honorable and ad- 
vantageous. Tho action of tho govern- 
ment last sessif)!! weakened the hold of 
the province upon Canada for the con- 
struction of tho Island railway. That 
maitcr should bo reopened, and while it 
is under discussion every other ([ueation 
in dispute between the two goverunionts 
should be arranged. It is in the full be- 
lief that an arrangement is possible that 
wo now urge this govurninont to open ne- 
gotiations with Canada on tho biisis of a 
lull and final BCttlemcnt of all differ- 
ences. The IMarquis uf Lorno while hero 
stated frequently tliat Llio atateaniun ut 
Ottawa wore anxious to conio to an ami- 
cable understanding with the province on 
all points. Should this government re- 
fuse to treat with a governniont tlint has 
done so niucli fur tliccountry it will [jursuo 
a course which no man who has the prosper- 
ityof the province at heart would be found 
to endorse. In the high character of the 
men who compose the government the 
l)ubiic have a guarantee that the suicidal 
course of their predecessors will not be 
followed. What the country recjuiros ia 
Its Island railway built, its railway 
lands thrown oijen, its vast interior set- 
tled, its drydock finished and compensa- 
tion for railway delays paid. Those are tlie 
grunt desiderata whicli the province looks 
with confidence towards the Victoria 
government to obtain. It is scarcely ne- 
cessary for us to say that the "knot" can- 
not be untied, or the skein unraveled 
without the active assistance of the Can- 
adian government. If that government 
be approached in a spirit of "give and 
take" there will bo no difficulty in set- 
tling all the diiTorenuea within tho present 
year. 



Canada. 

Ottawa, Feb. 6.— The preprietors of 
tho Ontario Car Works of London, On- 
tario, represent to the government that 
railway 'ears are being aystcmatically 
smuggled into Canada from the United 
States, and allege iliat large numbers of 
cars are brought across tho lino loaded 
and never returned, and in due time tho 
icttora indicating uwncr.ship are ell'aced.

From Barclay Sound. 

The Rev. Father Euasen left Barclay 
Sound on Wednesday week in a canoo 
with three Indians, and arrived hero yes- 
terday morning affor a rough and cold 
passage, the travelliMrs exporie^ncjpg head 
winds tlse beat par"i~of the"'way ''and hav- 
ing to row considerably. About twenty 
miles this side Capo Bualo they passed a 
derelict row boat, biit were able to make 
nothing out concerning it. There wa.s 
little going on at Barclay Sound out of 
the common way, and no further particu- 
lars concerning the wrectrof the barque 
Malleville, which occurred some months 
ago. Captain Spring is busily engaged 
in dogfiahing and has three white men 
and a number of Lidians employed. Sumo 
of tho Iiulians have been known to catch 
as many aa 400 in ono day, as thoy now 
U30 lines furnisliod with innumerable 
hooka. About the-middle of November 
last. Captain Stevens, an Amorinn, l.>ft 
his pilot schooner tho Hunter, to pilot a 
ship, and during his absence a gale came 
up, and drove tho schooner with only ono 
man on board to Clayoquot Sound. Tho 
captain on leaving Ihii ship had to take a 
canoo fro.n Neah Bay to the west coast 
and had a rough time with the Nitinatt 
Indians, whum ho found at once inhospi- 
table and exorbitant in thuir chargci fur 
canoe hire ho being chaigi.-d .~?L'8 fcn (Jiily a 
short distance. The schooner had mean- 
while tried to make Noah Bay, but was 
driven to Barclay Sound and Capt. .Ste- 
vens at last managed to fall in with her 
again, having observed in his travels lUv 
same derelict boat which was afterward.s 
seen by the Rev. Father Eunseii. Fish 
of all kiiul.s are plentiful. 'I'he Iniliana 
at Barclay .Sound are very orderly, and 
much credit is due to Mr. (ruillod, the 
Indian agent in this distriot, who spares 
no exertion in performing hia duties. He 
was to start fur Victoria before thu Uev. 
Mr. Fuasen, overland, taking the trail 
from -Vlberiii to Cunio.\, and thenco by 
steamer. The Kev. Father Ktissen is lo- 
cated among tho Ohiath tribe, and sl.Ues 
that tho mortality last year was only 3 
out of 250; this speaks well for the ex- 
cellent sanitary condition of these In- 
dians. In a few days the reverend fathor 
will again return to hi.s mission at Bar- 
clay Sound by canuo, and all will wish 
hini &oit voyage. 

Soath Of J. T. ' CreierhtoB. 

Among the news items received yester- 
day was ond announcing tho death of Mr. 
J. y. Creighton at Los Angeles, Califor- 
nia. Ho was found dead in the hutcl 
yard on the morning of the 5th inst. , 
having fallen from tho third story, either 
by accident or d^ign, but by which does 
not ap[iear. He retired the night before 
much dazed and considerably under the 
influance of morpliiiio or litpior. About 
a year ago ho left this province where he 
had been employed for several yeai's on 
the 0. P. R. R. and in the ofhco of tho 
paymaster in this city, and married a Miss 
Koach in .Seattle, wliei-e she still resides.
